The indictment charges a 
conspiracy by the thirteen 
defendants, spanning a period 
between January, 1984 and 
Oct. 2, 1985, involving distribu- 
tion of prescription drugs, 
including Percodan, Ritalin, 
Prelidin, Phenaphen No. three, 
Tylenol No. four, Nodular, 
Valium, Talwin and Benadryl. 

Dewey Moore Sr., 58, of 974 
Mt. Pleasant Ave. is charged in 
twenty three counts of the 34- 


count indictment. In the 
indictment, Moore is described 
as the organizer, manager, 
supervisor and financier of the 
distribution conspiracy. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Richard Letts said if Moore is 
convicted he could be sent- 
enced to 254 years in prison 
and fined $2 million on the 
charges in the indictmen 

The prosecution alleges that 
Moore purchased prescription 


drugs from several named 
conspirators and thereafter 
resold the drugs to others. 

Prior to the resale, Moore 
removed the prescription 
drugs from their original con- 
tainers, repackaged them 
before re-selling them at a unit 
price per pill the indictment 
says.

Household income must not 
exceed 150 percent of the fed- 
eral poverty guidelines 
($15,975 for a family of fourt). 


eThe Home Energy Assist- 
ance Program (HEAP), which 
is financed by federal funds to 
pay a percentage of eligible 
customers’ heating bills for 
three months. The income 
requirement for HEAP also is 
150 percent of the federal pov- 
erty level. Previous HEAP 
recipients, welfare recipients 


.and those on SSI have been 


mailed applications. Columbia 
Gas offices also have HEAP 
applications. 


*in addition to the regular 
HEAP program, a one-time 
payment of up to $200 is avail- 
able under a HEAP emergency 
plan for eligible households to 
avoid threatened utility shut- 
offs, or to get disconnected 
service restored.

The hair care industry has 
taken a turn with the influx of 
male hairstylists in the busi- 
ness to accommodate the 
changing trends in. male and 
female hairstyles. 

During the ‘80s male stylists 
have become a common fea- 
ture in hair salons. Along with 
the current trends in hairstyles, 
there is a new dimension in the 
hair care industry. 

Beauty salons and barber 
shops have expanded to make 
room for hairstylists and their 
customers. There are only a 
few drops left that work exclu- 
sively with men or women.

Since its high-water point, the 
passage of the 1968 Fair Housing 
Law, the issue of non-discrimina- 
tion in the sale and rental of hous- 
ing has become secondary to the 


increasingly volatile questions - 


involving affirmative action and 
age discrimination, among others. 


‘However, the Jowered profite . 


does not mean a.lessened prob- 
lem; ir. fact, fair housing advocate 
Judy A. hart says there is “more 
blatant ciscrimination than | had 
seen since the mid-1970's.” 

‘It is for this reason that State 
Rep. Vernon Sykes (D-Akron) has 
introduced two bills, HBs 697 and 
698, which will revise and streng- 
then Ohio's fair housing laws. 

The bills will create, in the Ohio 
Civil Rights Commission, a fair 
housing unit to investigate com- 
plaints; expand the OCRC’s power 
to grant damages to victims of dis- 
crimination; prohibit realtors.from

Recapping the beginning of an era change

Remember me? 

If you came on the Cleveland 
scene after twenty years ago, you 
can't. Before 1965, if you hung 
around City Hall Lancer’s or the 
corner of 105th and Euclid 
Avenue, | was the guy who always 
carried a CALL-POST under my 
arm. The paper was always 
opened to the editorial page, 
where my column: “From the City 
Desk” was published. 

My mentor was the late Charlie 
Loeb, who wrote “Editorial in 
Rhyme.” L persuaded the late 
W.O. Walker to hire me to take over 
the News Department in 1955. 

Loeb moved over to the money- 
side of the business to handle 
advertising. From 1955 to 1965 
while | held editoriah responsibili- 
ties, life in Cleveland was exciting. 

Forest City was a town in 
foment. ' 

The day | arrived back in my 
hometown, someone slipped me a 
“burned ballot’ that was to be dis- 
tributed for an upcoming Cleve- 
land NAACP branch election. 

it seems that the status quo 
leaders of the NAACP didn't want 
the ballot distributed: It was to be 
widely circulated to all of the 
members for participation in the 
election process. 

Under the old procedures, a 
meeting for election was held and 
then the trusty few in attendance 
would vote to keep the incumbents 
in office. 

Hell broke loose at the NAACP 
A new election ensued upon 
orders from the national office 

in short, it was the beginning of 

-anera change in all facets of Black 
life in Cleveland.. 

Activists sprang up everywhere. 
Ruth Turner and her Cleveland 
CORE challenged the established 
Urban League and NAACP leader- 
ship in the town. 

Clevelanders, those Blacks in 


town, flexed their muscles, threw 
out some councilmen and elected 
others. 

Leo Jackson emerged in Glen- 
ville, Morris Jackson in Hough, 
Lowell Henry got in and out in Mt. 
Pleasant and George White 
emerged.in the Lee-Harvard area. 
Only John: Kellogg, the last of 
Black Republicans remained in 
office; remnants of the Walker- 
Gassaway-Payne days of Black 
political leadership. 

According to some, the CALL- 
POST stirred the pot. Things did 
change. Ralph Locher got elimi- 
nated from City Hall. During the 
ensuing years riots, strikes, sit-ins 
and police brutality were in the 
headlines. ‘: 

Carl 8B. Stokes, carefull 
groomed by the CALL-POST, 
moved steadily up to City Hall. 
Elected in a town with only 30 per- 
cent of the voting population 
Black, he became the first Black to 
hold a mayoral post in a major city. 

Today, Los Angeles, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Detroit have elected 
Black mayors. Only New York of 
the top five has failed to elect a 
Black city leader. 

it was in 1960, the CALL-POST 
carried the bold headline: “IN A 
MAYORAL RACE: CARL STOKES 
CAN WIN.” Under the headline 
was my by-line. 

Old politicians said this writer 
“was Crazy.” The fired-up young- 
sters said “it could be done.”

Gerard Anderson was appointed 
as Chairman of the old CTS Board 
by Stokes. He received national 
exposure as a member of the 
National Transportation Advisory 
Board to U.S: Transportation 
Secretary Alan S. Boyd, during 


‘the Lyndon Johnson Administra- 


tion. It was a blue ribbon commit- 


tee with corporate magnates such 
as ‘the Chairman of General 
Motors, the consumer legend 
Ralph Nader, transportation spe- 
cialists operating the Chicago and 
New York transportation systems, 
a “Who's Who” of transportation 
leaders from air, railroad and bus 
industries.

An as-yet-unreleased survey 
report will show that Black 
folks tend to take a dim view of 
living and working in the Mt. 
Vernon Avenue trading area. 
Our sources would not reveal 
specific details of the soon-to- 
be published report, but 
GRAPEVINE has learned that it 
deals with Black Columbu- 
sites’ attitudes toward condi- 
tions in the area roughly 
stretching from |-71 eastward, 
north of Long Street, south of 
the Penn-Central right of way. 

That parts of this area do not 
get a high rating as a place to 
live, work and raise children 
should come as no surprise to 
anyone wiio has eyes and ears. 

Some leading Black officials 
are concerned that-the results 
of the poll will be used to sup- 
port efforts to dry up redevel- 
opment funds for such projects 
as street improvements and the 
King Center.

However, this Chapter 11 
bankruptcy failure can be 
turned into a Black-community 
victory if Columbus Blacks act 
before Thanksgiving.

That ate 
up $100,000 of the $110,000 
that the store had for operating 
capital. Ais cushion, or margin 
of error, was gone at the very 
beginning. 

Then some of the Black peo- 
ple he had provided with jobs 
pilfered another $150,000 from 
gross receipts. That was fol- 
jowed by a mayor who killed a 
bailout package recom- 

. mended by the city’s own con- 
sultant who liked PlazaMart’s 
prospects so much that he 
offered to guarantee the 
$560,000 bailout. 

Henry Edwards, the consul- 


tant, is the owner of five Super. 


Pride supermarkets located in 
Baltimore's inner city. A Black 
man, Edwards has opened up 
stores where the major chains 
will not; if anyone knows what 
makes a supermarket work ina 
Black area, Edwards does. The 
mayor of Columbus obviously 
disagrees. 

But tke mayor's questiona- 
ble behavior, followed closely 
by a potential White buyer 
turned up by a city official, 
guaranteed failure. On the 
heels of the mayor's actions, 
came pressure from the bank. 

After accepting a projection 
that showed a profit after 10 
months, the bank wanted the 
Black business closed after 
only 16 weeks of operation.

Despite spending thousands 
of dollars on radio and televi- 
sion ads attacking the Ham- 
mond presidency of council as 
a way to topple first-time 
Democratic council candidate 
Cindy Cecil, the Republican 
strategy flopped as Cecil fin- 
ished a strong third for the

The bank then seized the 
store's inventory. For this role, 
the bank has been accused of 
using “Nazi” tactics. 

Both the mayor and the bank 
president believe that any 
more money invested will be 
lost. But the state of Ohio used 
$120 million to save the Home 
State Savings Bank and the 
U.S. government saved 
Chrysler, which just declared 
record profits. 

Most Columbus Black lead- 
ers believe that racism played a 
major role in PlazaMart's 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy action. 
But Singletary, although 
understanding of the fact, 
knows a bigger truth. 

The bottom line, racism and 
White impatience notwith- 
standing, lies in a basic viola- 
tion of economics by the Black 
community in Columbus. The 
mayor's actions and the bank’s 
pressure could have been neu- 
tralized by Black spending 
power.

$2.5 million for food each week 
in Columbus, spent only 5 per- 
ceht with PlazaMart.

But wait, there’s a happy 
ending! With the help of local 
leaders and ministers, the Buy 
Freedom drive is holding a rally 
at the Mershon Auditorium (on 
Ohio State's campus) on 
Tuesday, Nov. 19 at 7 p.m. to 
get 20,000 Blacks to sign up as 
customers for PlazaMart along 
Mt. Vernon Avenue. (informa-

Through it all, Singletary’s 
prices have remained competi- 
tive with the big chains. All else 
has failed--the name calling 
and the attempted financial 
bailouts. Now it's time to resort 
to the only thing that ever mat- 
tered: consistent financial 
support of 20,000 people a 
week at the PlazaMart--up 
from the 12,000 it was getting 
before the Sad publicity. , 

if Blacks In Cotumbus save 
this store, it will be a tremend- 
ous psychological boost and 
Christmas present for all 
African-Americans. Singletary 
has already lost his home and 
his life’s savings. 

But we can save his busi- 
ness. It is now a test of our will 
to survive--not racism’s control 
over our lives. 

But nobody can say it as elo- 
quently as Anne Smith-e- 
Incas, head of the Neighbor- 
hood Development Cor- 
poration in Columbus: “This 
store's registers must keep 
ringing, and only you can make 
that happen. The answer lies 
with you.”

Repub- 
licans ran campaign ads which 
showed Hammond's remarks, 
which had been videotaped by 
the city council's staff. 

Late in the campaign, 
Republicans cut back on the 
negative advertising against 
Hammond, and used more pos- 
itive spots showing former 
mayor Tom Moody and Rine- 
hart supporting Miller, but the 
efforts were insufficient to

stave off a Democratic victory. 

Franklin County Republican 
Party Executive Director Terry 
Casey shrugged off the defeat 
of Miller, noting the party has 
“historically had problems 
since 1965” in defeating city 
council candidates. 

He admitted that the Repub- 
licans had made Hammond an 
issue because their polling 
showed “a high degree of neg- 
atives as far as Jerry” among 
the electorate. 

He said the strategy changed 
late in the campaign because 
‘we wanted to emphasize 
some of the positive in the 
campaign” adding that issues 
“get more blurred” in races 
where candidates are. running 
for multiple seats. | 

However, Democratic 
chairman Don Spicer argued 
that Republicans had cut back 
on their negative campaign 
against Hammond because 
“their polling was showing the 
same things as ours was: 
votegs weren't voting for or 
against Jerry Hammond for 
council.” 

Hammond pronounced the 
campaign “especially gratify- 
ing for me” because of the 
strong campaign run by Cindy 
Cecil 


“Cindy took all the dirty 
shots in the world and she 
won,” Hammond said. 

He argued that the campaign 
results “speak to the electo- 
rate’s feeling that there ought

fied poll worker said. "A lot of 
folks don't come out in the 
rain.” The actual turnout was 
substantially lower than the 
52.1 percent estimate made by 
Secretary of State Sherrod 
Brown's office. 

Traditional political wisdom 
holds that rain usually benefits 
Republican candidates. since 
Republican voters are. .consi- 
dered less likely to be swayed 
by inclement weather. 

However,-Democrats, while 
disappointed by the defeat of 
David Leland and the loss of 
incumbent Municipal Court 
Judge Beatrice Sowald to 
Republican challenger Deborah 
Pryce, were heartened by the 
other results. 

“The mud-slinging cam- 
paign the Republicans ran fell 
on its face,” Ohio Democratic 
party chairman James Ruvolo 
said. 

Plenty of mud was slung by 
both candidates in the city 
attorney's race, won by 
O'Brien by a margin of 56 per- 
cent to 44 percent for Leland. 
in fact, some Democratic 
strategists argued that the ill- 
fated «use af the Micky Berk 
case ina Leland advertisement 
may have cost Leland the elec- 
tion. The ad, which charged 
that "Ron O'Brien made a 
deadly deal,” was pulled after 
Berk’'s sister protested against 
it. 

In the city council races, 
democratic incumbents M.D. 
Portman, Ben Espy and Cindy 
Cecil ran 1-2-3 to keep Repub- 
lican challengers Nodine Miller 
and Tony Warren off the coun- 
cil. Portman was endorsed by 
both the Democrat and Repub- 
lican parties. 

Black Franklin County 
Municipal Court candidates 

. did not fare so well on election 
day. Don Conley was defeated 
by incumbent Republican 
Judge Robert Wasylik by a 
margin of 60 percent to 40 per- 
cent. Sidney Golden defeated 
Jenice Golson 64 percent to 36 
percent. : 

Despite the losses, Demo- 
cratic leaders applauded the 
campaigns of the challengers. 

“Don Conley was an impres- 
sive candidate," Franklin 
County Democratic Chairman 
Don Spicer said. Party exgcu- 
tive director Marvin Jones 
noted that Conley “didn’t shirk 
any opportunity to show his 
positions to the Franklin 


County Community, and it is, 


showing in the returns.” 

Conley’s 40 percent showing 
was considered impressive 
because it was against a very 
popular incumbent in the 
predominantly-Republican 
countywide race. 


Jenice Golson pledged to 
voters at a Democratic gather- 
ing. “you ain't heard the last of 
me yet.” although she did not 
state what her plans would be. 

Voters in the Columbus 
school board race returned 
Loretta Heard and Stephen H. 
Eibling to the board for another 
four-year term. However, the 
third incumbent -- all three ran 
as ateam --.was notre-elected. 
Charles Carlos, a supervisor at 
Charles Merrill Publishing Co., 
was defeated by Black former 
school board member Bill 
Moss. With 75 percent of the 
precincts reporting. Moss held

bus. Education Association 
president Jack E. Burgess. 
Carlos placed a distant fifth, 

Support was countywide for 
the Franklin County Children's 
Services levy. which would 
hike property taxes 1 mill to 
provide $7 million for pro- 
grams for abused and neg- 
lected children. The issue 
passed 66 percent to 34 
percent. 

A slightly bigger margin of 
victory was won for the county- 
wide 200 levy, garnering sup- 
port of68 percent of the electo- 
rate against 32 percent 
opposition. 

In the Columbus auditor's 
race, Democratic incumbent 
Hugh J. Dorrian trounced 
Republican challenger Tho- 
mas E. Erlenbach by a margin 
df 74 percent to 26 percent. 

In other municipal court 
races, incumbent Bruce Jen- 
kins defated Bruce Campbell 
63 percent to 37 percent; des- 
pite near-unanimous opposi- 
tion by labor and the trial lawy- 
ers, Marvin Romanoff beat 
back the challenge waged by 
Democratic oponent Wayne 
Brown, 56 percent to 44 per- 
cent, and Republican judges C.
